Ib. milk in seven days. This was 
made from only three quarters of an 
udder. In her prime she was a re- 
markable producer, I am told, not on- 
ly for short periods but for long ones 
likewise. Viewed from another angle, 
however, Blanche Lyons has made a 
greater record than any other cow of 
the breed, and that is from the 
standpoint of what has been accomp- 
lished by her descendants.

TESTING DEVELOPS ABILITY 

Testing develops the ability of the 
owner or person in charge of the cow 
just as much as it develops the ca- 
pacity of the cow. Those persons who 
illadvisedly oppose the short-time test 
because it is not as full a measure of 
the capacity of a cow as they desire, 
do not give this factor its due weight. 
That the short time test is anything 
more than a good indication of the 
capacity of a cow no Holstein-Friesi- 
an breeder is apt to claim; but we do 
claim that such tests, especially when 
not begun too close to freshening; are 
a mighty good indication of what a 
cow can do with proper food and care, 
and that they so develop the feeder 
that he is able to make a greater suc- 
cess of the long-time test, In the 
short-time test the best of feeders and 
care-takers, if he has never tested 
will learn a lot. Weighing out each 
ration for the cows and feeding what 
each can digest and assimilate, he be- 
comes acquainted with the individual- 
ity of his cows. Only when he has 
learned this has he developed himself 
sufficiently to care for a herd in an 
extended test. 


Many owners hesitate to enter cows 
in the long-time test because of the 
expense; and in this they are short 
sighted. They are holding the dime 
so close to the eye that it shuts off 
all view of the dollar that is within 
reach. When any owner enters half a 
dozen of his most promising animals 
in the semi-official test, not only does 
he find these animals responding to 
the increased feed and care to a suf- 
ficient extent to cover all costs and 
leave a large profit, but he also finds 
that all the men take an interest in 
the monthly reports from the Ad- 





vanced Registry office, that increased 
care is given the rest of the herd, and 
that the cows in test act as pace mak- 
ers for the rest. He thus finds the 
long-time test doubly valuable to him; 
for it not only gives the cow a record 
that increases her value and that of 
her progeny, but also aids him in 
getting an increased return from his 
herd as a dairy proposition.

Since that time the number of breed- ; 
ers of the Black-and-Whites has in- 
creased each year, until now, as we 
said above, more men are engaged 
in this pursuit as a livelihood than 
in any other county in the country. 

There are a greater number of finely 
equipped dairies here than can be 
found in any place of even approxi- 
mate size; and the care and thorough- 
ness with which this feature is looked 
after may be judged by the fact that 
some. $500,000 is invested in dairy 
equipment alone, 

And the fact that Holstein-Friesi- 
an breeding has become practically
